The subpoena was also issued for 
Weeks’ personal appearance. 
Wheeler called to tho stand Cap 
(ain William F. Volandt of the air 
service and demanded that he hand 
over records of Thomas F. Lane, for- 
m c advisor in the war department 
“ Secretary Week# has taken those 
paper# and he told me to Inform you 
if you want them you will have to 
subpoena them from him,” Volandt 
rial{(I. 
"Well, the subpoena will be Issued 
immediately.’’ Wheeler said. 
Lane testified that Volandt “ took 
the papers away from me.” 
Lane claimed! they were his per­ 
sonal records showing irregularities 
in repayment of claims in connection 
with the “ war fraud cases,*' 
Volandt admitted taking the pap­ 
ers and giving them to Weeks, but 
claimed that “ they were official rec­ 
ords of the departm ent.” 
Volandt admitted he had ordered 
Lane to “ .-day away from the Daugh­ 
erty investigating committee.” 
“ I told lllin to wait until he was 
Subpoenaed,’’ Volandt said. 
Volandt said Weeks ordered 
the 
Lane papers turned over to him. 
Lane was suspended last Saturday. 
“ You suspended him the day h* 
told you be was coming before th* 
commit tee" Wheeler asked, 
“ Yes,” said Volandt. 
The action in subpoena tag Weeks 
Is unprecedented in congressional In 
vestlgations. 
Usually a cabinet offi 
cor is merely “ respectfully Invited” 
to appear. 
The papers were records in inves­ 
tigations by Lane in connection with 
Bosch Magneto, Standard 
Aircraft 
aud WrlgUt-Martin war fraud cases 
Lane in his testimony assailed A 
Mitchell Palmer, former alien prop 
erty custodian, for sale of the Bosch 
Magneto property for $4,150,000. 
“ It should have sold for $12,000, 
OOO,” Lane said. 
Lane said lie took records in the 
Bosch case to 
Assistant 
Attorney 
General John W. Crim and Crim said 
it was “ the rottenest” case he ever 
saw. 
Crim, he said, promised immediate 
action on this great fraud. 
The wit­ 
ness said the department of justice 
had done nothing to this day so far 
as he knew. 
His Bosch Magneto records 
were 
among those taken from him by Cap 
tain Volandt, Lane said. Going back 
to the sale of $2,000,000 of govern 
meat senilities by the Poach Mag 
neto corporation, Lane said 
“ they 
were sold through the brokerage firm 
of Horublower and Weeks.'' 
Beer© 
tary of W ar Weeks was a member of 
the firm. 
H* was not, however, sec­ 
retary of war at the time, according 
to Lane. 
Lane also said he Investigated al­ 
leged overhead payments In the Lin­ 
coln Motors Company 
and 
recom­ 
mended a refund to the goverment of 
$*.000,000,

Police Prosecutor Chrlsteneon in­ 
dicated today he will try to procure 
second degree murder charges against 
ii druggist and his two clerks arrest­ 
ed on testimony of Harry Otis who 
later died from the poison. 
Otis told poilca he purchased de­ 
natured alcohol of Meyer Batsman, 
lht« druggist under arrest on a charge 
of conspiracy to violate the prohibi­ 
tion laws. 
Set*man’s two clerks are 
held on tho same charge. 
U n d e an Ohio law when death ra- 
aulta from alcohol told for beverage 
purposes the Metier may 
be 
found 
guilty of second degree murder. 
T h e 
fatalities 
began 
Sunday 
night. 
Six men, police said, staged 
a “ party in a hotel here.” 
“Canned 
heat** or solidified alcohol was 
dis­ 
solved in rubbing alcohol and de­ 
natured alcohol and 
consumed 
In 
large quantities. 
The six men were 
all dead by Monday night. 
Twelve others died from denatured 
alcohol obtained at other ‘parti©*,’’ 
police said.

in the county in which he live* or to 
the clerk cf the United States court. 
if such a court is convenient, and 
ark the court clerk to mail him an 
application form No. 2214. 
The alien should not take the tim • 
off from work to call upon the clerk 
in person, nor should he take hi* 
witnesses to the court at this tim*'. 
The clerk of the court will mail th* 
form to the alien and upon it* re­ 
ceipt he should carefully write in 
all the fact* called for, attach hi.* 
declaration awd mail both papers to 
the chief naturalization examiner. 
whose name appears on the applies* 
tion form. 
Before the chief examiner notifl*v 
the alien to appear to file his peti­ 
tion, a careful examination will hr 
made cf the fact* in the application 
to sec if any mistakes or omission 
appear, and, if so, tin chief examine 
will return the form to tho alien and 
explain w*hnt should be done to cor 
rect It.

in the county in which he lives or to 
the clerk of the United States court. 
if such a court is convenient, and 
ask the court clerk to mail him an 
application form No. 2214. 
The aiien should not take the tim 3 
off front work to call upon the clerk 
in person, nor should he take Ilia 
witnesses to tile court at this time." 
The clerk of tho court will mail Lh * 
form to the alien and upon its re­ 
ceipt he should carefully write in 
all the facts called for, attach his 
declaration and mail both papers to 
tho 
chief 
naturalization 
examiner, 
whose name appears on the applica­ 
tion form. 
Before the chief examiner notifies 
the alien to appear to file his p eti­ 
tion, a careful examination will he 
made of the facts in the application 
to see if any mistakes or omission 
appeal-, and, if so, the chief examine. 
will return the form to the alien and 
explain what should be done to cor 
r e d it. 
On the other hand, if the facts are 
clearly stated by the alien, the chief 
examiner will notify him to appear 
with his witnesses for oral examina 
tion to verify the facts given in the 
form. 
If the law has been fully complied 
with, the alien will be directed by 
the examiner to go immediately to 
the office of the clerk of the court to 
file his petition.

alien the opportunity of filing on his 
first appearance, thus completing the
